Despite an increase in faculty 
salaries and benefits proposed in 
the I98S-I986 University budget, 
some school officials have 
expressed doubts as to whether 
the proposed increases will pro- 
vide incentives to retain existing 
faculty. 

Included in the University’s 
recently proposed budget is a 
salary increase of six percent. 
Also, the University is proposing 
an 18 percent raise in fringe 
benefits. 

“Up to this year, we budgeted 
fringe benefits at the 17 percent 
level,” said Director of the 
Budget Robert D. Shoup at last 
week's budget briefing. “This 
year, we project new funding at 18

The six percent salary hike 
equals a similar proposal at the 
University of Washington in 
Seattle. The University of Wash- 
ington intends the proposal to 
make professors' salaries at- 
tractive enough to retain existing 
faculty members who believe their 
wages are far below their market 
worth. 

This question faces GW ad- 
ministrators. “I think your 
general question is whether the 
University is keeping the faculty 
happy and providing some incen- 
tives,” said Professor William B. 
Griffith, chairman of the Faculty 
Senate. “1 would say I’ve heard 
some complaints that the Univer- 
sity is failing behind (in salary 
levels as compared to other 
Khools) ... There is more unhap- 
piness as the lowest levels, at the 
junior levels.”

Stoner uses when describing the 
recruiting policies used in such 
schools. “&hools of those states 
like to send students out of state," 
Stoner said. “GW is as far north 
or south as students usually like to 
go. Students find a congenial 
atmosphere here which fulfills 
their requirements.” 

Stoner said that a great deal of 
study goes into the recruitment of 
prospective students. “We study 
on the basis of where applicants 
begin to come from. We then put 
that state or area into our re- 
cruiting plan," said Stoner. 

Recruitment in new areas is part 
of a five-year plan, Stoner said. 
Letter-writing efforts are made to 
alumni across the country, asking 
for their assistance in contacting 
high schools. If the alumni are 
successful, official school repre- 
sentatives are sent out to those 
areas. "Every slate in the union is 
a pan of this plan to a different 
degree, varying in intensity," 
Stoner said. 

“Our primary recruiting goals 
are to continue to approach and 
develop those stales we have 
traditionally gotten students 
from," he said. Noting an in- 
crease in the number of students 
from western states, panicularly 
Coloradufaad CaUfomla, he said, 
“At the same time, we are looking 
outward." -

President Reagan’s Strategic De- 
fense Initiative, the out- 
er-space-based nuclear defense 
program popularly known as 
"Star Wars". The students were 
College Republicans. 

I knew this from the signs I had 
seen around campus publicizing 
the event. The hundreds of 
tourists pouring out of the White 
House gates after their morning 
tours, however, did not. All the 
comments about the little de- 
monstration were basically the 
same: “Oh, look at those kids 
protesting Star Wars. It’s good to 
see some activism on campuses 
again.” A woman was overheard 
explaining to a group of small 
children, “Those people are pro- 
testing against big bombs that can 
kill a lot of people.” Not one 
person seemed to catch on to the 
idea that the protest was in favor 
Of the SDI, and with good reason. 

Besides the fact that SDI is an 
execrable piece of policy — 
incredibly expensive, almost cer- 
tainly unworkable, and 
dangerously destabilizing— the 
idea of the CRs demonstrating 
their approval of it in front of the 
White House is ludicrous. 

Whom wdre they trying to 
convince? The President? He is 
obviously already in favor of SDI. 
The bag ladies? They're generally 
not very receptive to conservative 


since the Reagan administration is 
currently attempting to forcibly 
remove all the homeless to the 
Virginia suburbs. The tourists? As 
I pointed out, the few who did 
notice drew precisely the wrong 
conclusions from the protest. Ac- 
tually, calling this little gathering 
a protest is a misnomer. It was 
more like an orgy of self- 
congratulation. 

If the CRs really want to lobby 
in favor of extending the arms 
race into outer space, why don't 
they march on Congress, for 
God’s sake? If it’s too long a walk 
to the Hill, they could take the 
Metro. There is no merit in 
“demonstrating” where there is 
no controversy. The Congress, 
not the President, must now de- 
cide the fate of SDI by choosing 
whether or not to appropriate 
funds for it in future years. 

I am both amazed and amused 
at the CRs’ decision to indulge in 
a collective bout of cold war 
posturing in Lafayette “Peace” 
Park, of all places. The liny 
turnout for, and absolute futility 
of, this misguided attempt at 
activism is a fitting tribute to the 
fine political and social 
sensibilities of the Republican 
party on this campus.

read “Publicity Gap” in the 
October 2lsl issue of The GW 
Hatchet. The concern which has 
been raised regarding the need for 
a weekly calendar of events at GW 
is one which I have been pon- 
dering for the past year. 

In April 1984, as supervisor of 
the new GW Information Center, 
I was given the challenge of 
improving communication chan- 
nels within the University com- 
munity. Though monies and phys- 
ical space were limited, the need 
for information sharing and in- 
creased centralization of resources 
was substantial. With this in 
mind, I determined that a printed 
calendar of University events 
might be a worthy channel for 
informing all GW constituents. 
Based on my conversations with 
students, faculty, and staff pro- 
gram planners, my knowledge of 
the daily events scheduled for the 
Marvin Center, my observations 
of often decentralized program 
planning and publicity Universi- 
ty-wide. and above all, based on 
my four years as an undergradu- 
ate at GW, I came to the con- 
clusion that such a calendar would 
be difficult to compile on a 
routine basis. Moreover, a weekly 
pubheation would 'be near im- 
possible to create without the 
requisite in-house printing 
equipment, departmental cooper- 
ation, staff and monetary sup- 


What's Up George?, a monthly 
calendar of University events. 

Currently, the monthly calen- 
dar has a distribution of SOOO 
copies throughout campus and on 
a mailing list. Though it is correct 
that George? is routinely available 
in the Marvin Center, more than 
2j00 copies are distributed cam- 
pus-wide and by U.S. Mail. Any- 
one without access to the calendar 
need only contact the Information 
Center so that What's Up 
George? will be available to him. 

As one charged with a goal of 
improving communication on 
campus, I too believe that a 
weekly listing of events would be 
an ideal standard for information 
sharing. Indeed, the Information 
Center experimented with this 
idea on two occasions last spring 
by collecting information for a 
weekly George? supplement. Un- 
fortunately, as I have already 
mentioned, the response to our 
request for events did not warrant 
such a weekly publication. I do, 
however, still have the format 
designed for that calendar. More 
importantly, I still foresee the 
benefits of a weekly publication 
of University events. 

Members of the University 
community— students, faculty, 
staff, and visitors — have been 
tremendously helpful in creating 
the Information Center. The 
assistance and support which

“referral clearinghouse” at GW. 
As always though, there is room 
for improvement.

Cockburn also cautioned 
aganist hasty evaluations of 
numbers in nuclear weapons. "I 
feel uncomfortable talking about 
nuclear numbers," he said. Ac- 
cording to Cockburn, arguing 
over whether nuclear weapons 
could reduce cities to “rocks or 
rubble or dust” becomes useless. 

The important issue, according 
to Cockburn, is not who is ahead 
in actual numbers or troop sizes, 
but the fact that each side posseses 
the ability to destroy each other. 
"The U.S. can’t win a nuclear 
war. The U.S.S.R. can’t win a 
nuclear war. Both sides are inju- 
ring their economies by spending 


so much on defense. The two sides 
feed off each other,” he said. 

Cockburn also spoke of what 
he called the "brutality of life” in 
the Soviet military. In the Soviet 
Union, like many nations in 
Europe, there is a compulsary 
draft. Cockburn said that a big 
problem for the U.S.S.R. stems 
from the use of bribes given to 
local military councils so some 
people can beat the draft. "Many 
young kids don't want to serve in 
the military. They know it is a 
hard life,” he said. 

Cockburn credits this "brutali- 
ty” to various Soviet policies and 
regulations. The Soviet military 


has a policy of purposely assign- 
ing personnel to positions far 
away from their home. Cockburn 
said that there are many major 
reasons for this. “First, they (thej 
government) don’t want a close 
link between the civilian popula- 
tion and the military community. 
Second, they want to use the army 
as sort of a melting pot. They 
purposely try to mix up na- 
tionalities and races,” he said. 

As a result, the Soviet military 
faces a large turnover in the 
numbers of enlisted personnel. 
”No one wants to reenlist,” he 
said. Cockburn cited a reen-

amount unfair. "It's not that 
we're unappreciative of the $450 
... but the whole policy seems to 
be against groups that do a lot of 
programming,” he said. “The 
more you come back to the 
Program Board, the harder it is to 
get funding.” 

Santos said Farricker told him 
privately following another recent 
funding dispute that they were 
trying to send him a message: 
"that they didn't want to sponsor 
every CD event that came down 
the pike." 

The dispute involved funding of 
a scheduled speech by Sen. Carl 
Levin. The Program Board re- 
quires organizations seeking co- 
sponsorship funds to have three 
weeks advance notice. The night 
Santos went to PB for funding, at 
least three other groups which had 
not met the three week require- 
ment were heard and at least two 
received funding. However, 
Santos' request was not heard, 
and his request for $330 for a GW 
Hatchet ^vertisement was not 
met. 

“We can't bend the rules for 
everybody,” Farricker said yes- 
terday. "If they can't get con- 
firmation (in time to ask for PB 


funds] they shouldn't do it." 

If Santos' request was within 
the time limit, however, Farricker 
said he “can't see why not” the 
money would have been granted. 

“I think it's more personal than 
professional,” Santos said. 

At the latest meeting. Lectures 
Chairman Bob Summersgill, who 
has since resigned, said, “It's very 
admirable thgt they're doing what 
they're doing, but they're coming 
to us as extortionists . ” 

Also at that meeting. Films 
Committee Chairman Jeff 
Goldstein criticized the frequency 
of the CD's monetary requests. 
“It's sort of pathetic, them com- 
ing to us every week .” 

The Program Board, which in 
addition to producing fvents of 
their own, serves as a resource for 
campus organizations seeking 
additional funds for sponsoring 
events, is allotted $17,000 per year 
for co-sponsorships out of their 
total budget of $127,200. "We 
have about $8,000 or $9,000 left,” 
Farricker said. So far this year, 
PB has given more than $1,800 
this year to CD's. Last year, CD's 
received $2,800 for the whole 
year, Farricker said.

No. Over the last 
few years, something strange has 
been happening to television, and 
the magic word is ’quality.’ That 
doesn’t mean public TV kind of 
quality, with the symphony play- 
ing in the background while stuffy 
actors recite stuffy dialogue. 
’Quality* on the networks means 
comedies that are funny, detective 
shows that make you think, and 
overall, a trend away from 
worn-out formula shows. 

Comedies like The Cosby Show 
and Kate and Allie actually rely 
on the characters for humor in- 
stead of contrived situations and 
snappy one-liners. Dramas like St. 
Elsewhere and even the tiring Hill 
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Good Person’ darkens vision o 


Teh’s, appears to bail out the 
girl whenever problems arise. 
Just when a happy ending may 
be in sight, Shen Teh falls in 
love with an unemployed pilot. 
But instead of taking her to the 
altar, he tries to take her to the 
cleaners. 

As she comes to that even- 
tual heart-breaking realization, 
another factor worms its way 
into Brecht's dismal plot. Shen 
Teh is pregnant. 

Providing an optimistic 
future for her child becomes 
her most important focus, and 
the heartless Shui Ta reap- 
pears. Exploiting the masses in 
a true Marxism-for- Yuppies 
form, the superficiality of the 
ending scenes leaves little room 
for pity and much room for 
disgust. Shui Ta must face the 
Gods for final judgment as 
they cry “What have you done 
with Shen Teh?” 

Though all the actors carried 
Brecht’s message convincingly, 
the audience must endure a 
sacrileged playwright in a 
thoroughly disappointing en- 
ding.

Tonight GW students will have 
the chance to watch opposing 
ends of the U 4 S. political 
spectrum clash when former 
^nator and Democratic ^ presi- 
dential candidate George 
McGovern debates Rep. Newt 
Gingrich (R-Ga.) at Building C at 
8:00 p.m. in room 103. 

McGovern, who was buried in 
the Nixon landslide victory in 
197 . 7 , has remained a liberal 
participant in American politics. 
He announced his presidential 
candidacy for the 1984 election in 
f the GW Marvin Center Theatre in 
the fall of 1983, and Iheld third 
position in early election polls, 
behind former Vice-President 
Walter Mondale and Senator 
Gary Hart (D-Colp.). 


As a presidential candidate in 
1972, ^McGovern promised a 
quick settlement of American 
involvement in Vietnam, 

McGovern’s opponent. Gin- 
grich. represents Georgia's sixth 
Congressional District, He is con- 
sidered one of the leaders of the 
'New Right’ movement. Gingrich 
was first elected ip 1978, and was 
one of a group of freshmen 
congressmen who surpri^d the 
House Democrats by supporting 
the Kemp-Roth tax package which 
included a 30 percent tax cut. 

He has gained notoriety (hiring 
the past year through two clashes 
with Democratic House leader 
Thomas P. O’Neil. O’Neil or- 
dered C-SPAN cameras to pan an 
.empty house chamber when Gin- 


grich was reading a condemnation 
of Democratic action on the 
budget and foreign policy. In a 
seperate incident, O’Neil was 
censured by the House for insult- 
ing Gingrich during a debate. 1 
Gingrich was a professor of 
History and Environmental 
Studies at West Georgia College 
before he began serving in Con- 
gress. He has voted in favor of 
school prayer, limiting abortions, 
and increasing aid to El Salvador. 
He has voted against cutting aid . 
to the Nicaraguan contras and I 
fundingihe MX missile. I H

U.S.S.R. as compared to a 40 
perceht re-enlistment rate in the 
U.S. “The U.S.S.R. does not 
have career hICO’s like you do in 
the U.S. There it a big gap 
between enlisted men and of- 
ncers,” he said. 

This “gap" is complicated by 
corruption and often a lack of 
discipline with the troops. 
Cockburn gave one example of 
this which he called, “the vertical 
stroke.” According to Cockburn, 
ofFicers often will not punish 
soldiers in cases of misconduct so 
that a blemish will not appear on 
the outfit’s or the commander’s 
record. “The commander will 
look the other way because this 
kind I of thing could affect his 
chances for a promotion,” 
Cockburn said. 

Cockburn also said that the 
Soviet military has problems with 
ramapnt alcoholism. “Some peo- 
ple even use lethal means if they 
can’t get alcohol. For example, 1 
have heard cases where the ode-de 


cologne was sold out at the P.X. 
in IS mintues.” He also said that 
soldiers would drink anti-freeze if 
they were unable to obtain 
alcohol. 

However, Cockburn said that 
many of these issues are not 
unique to the Soviet Union, i “The 
U.S. has many of the ' same 
problems,” said Cockburn. “If 
you look at the problems in one 
military,' you can find these same 
problems in the other.” He said 
that both sides have problems 
with building inexpensive but ef- 
fective weapons. “Both the U.S. 
and Soviets build weapons in the 
same way. There is almost no 
competition for Weapons and very 
little incentive to make things (a) 
good and (b) effective,” he said. 

“In assessing both sides, I don’t 
see the danger that we wilj wake 
up one morning and see that the 
U.S.S.R. has achieved superiority 
over us,” he said. “Each side 
uses the threat of each other to 
enhance their defense budget 
without actually improving it.”

Sexual revolution 
over on campuses 


her research to include University 
of Kanus women, too, and found 
that SI percent of the women at 
both schools were sexually active. 

"The late 70s were definitely 
the height of the sexual revolu- 
tion,” she observed. 

Now Gerrard has released the 
results of her latest survey, taken 
during the 1983-84 school year at 
Texas, Kansas and Iowa State, 
and found sexual activity seems to 
have declined. About 37 percent 
of the women responding said 
they had sex at least once a 
month. 

Gerrard attributed the decrease 
in sex to the generally more 
conservative attitudes of students 
these days. 

“They vVill wait until they are in 
a relatively 'committed rela- 
tionship until they jump into 
bed,” Gerrard added. 

She speculated that (ear of 
sexually transmitted diseases also 
is contributing to the decline in 
campus sex, and that women may 
be more assertive in saying "no, 
that they are not ready yet.” 

But Davis contended there are 
not enough recent conclusive 
studies to determine if there has 
been a decrease of sex on cam- 
puses nationwide. 


? The sexual revolution seems to 
have ended on campuses, some 
experts say. I 

Iowa State Professor of' 
f Psychology Meg Gerrard’s most ' 
recent survey of college sex habits 
found far fewer “sexually-active” 
women on campus now than a few 
years ago. 

"My research clearly indicates 
that there is less sex on campus 
than f five years ago,” she re- 
ported. 

While other observers are re- 
luctant to endorse Gerrard’s con- 
clusion, they do sense a change in 
students’ sexual practices. 

f’l dbn’t kqow if it is 
statistically reliable to say there 
has been a drop” in sex, said Clive 
Davis, a Syracuse University 
psychology professor who 
monitors sex research. “At moat, 
I would say there mijtht be a 
leveling off,” Davis concluded. 

Gerrard based her conclusion 
on ongoing surveys of college 
women since 1973. 

In her first survey, Gerrard 
found that about 34 percent of the 
University of Texas-Austin female 
students she asked were "sexually 
active,” having sex at least once a 
month. 

In 1978-79, Gerrard expanded

“The transition from 'men to 
women it harder. On the women’s 
teams this tuinmer I had to adjust 
to new facet and new styles.” 


As a result of the last year, 
Flipse feels less intimidated in the 
pool with men. She adds half- 
jokingly, “Playing against men 
should be easier than facing some 
of the European women that I met 
up with laM Sumner. ”
